I fear the crowd at the Morris Papers will not be 
of much help on your problem with the advertisement. I 
can give you a few guesses however. First, I am certain 
the "Bank of Philadelphia" means the Bank of North America. 
The wording was probably chosen to clearly distinguish these 
notes from those of the two banks just founded in the 
previous year in Boston and New York City. What "Notes 
of Robert Morris" referred to is not at all clear; possibly 
one can never be sure. Apparently, from 1783, discussions 
commonly mixed together six-month paper used to pay the 
army and RM's notes (sight and timed drafts) by calling them 
all "Morris Notes." 

Unfortunately, owing to extreme pressure from the 
Endowment to publish, we have not been able to systematically 
search for Morris items outside our years 1781 through 
1784. We have a great deal of course, but no assurance 
of not also having some significant gaps. Now that we know 
of the ad, we will eventually get to work on it; but when 
I cannot tell. If, however, we come up with something 
solid on the "Notes" I will certainly let you know about it.

I am sorry, but I have not done very much research on the Dawson side of the Gloucester 
Token. I was mainly interested in the history of the Token itself, since it has a 
picture of our Court House Building on it, I wanted to find out how it got into 
the hands of the collectors. This information seems to be lost. 

There were Dawsons in Gloucester County at the time of Token. Recorded in the Abingdon 
Church register is the birth and Baptism of three children of Robt ani Rose Dawson; 
Rob"^, born May 1? and Baptised June 3, 1714, Ann, born December 5» Baptised December 
20, 1715 and Elizabeth, Baptised October 26, 1719. 

On the Rent Roll of Ware parish, l?04/5 John Dawson is listed as having 78 O acres and 
Samuel Dawson is listed as having 350 acres. In I 687 Samuel Dawson patented 395 acres 
of land in Ware Parish. There are earlier and later references to the Dawson, but 
none to Richard. 

There is a great deal more that can be done in the way of research, for instance, 
a check could be made to see if there is a genealogical study of the family ( the 
Mormons have specialized in collecting these). Also, a check could be made through 
the early Colonial records to see if there is aity reference to Richard (?) Dawson's 
store. 

I am sorry I can't be of more help to you, I am interested in any information you may 
have in connection with the Token or the Dawsons, I am also interested in your book, 
"Coinage for Colonial Virginia". Where can I get a copy and how much does it cost?

The eagle and all other predatory birds have 12 tail feathers for control of their 
flight. There is no “center” tail feather as there are 6 on each side. Even when molting 
they retain a balanced pattern on each side of their tail structure. The Morgan dollar 
design was artistic rather than scientific. The Sacagawea dollar apparently tries to follow 
nature more carefully but a center feather whether divided or not is a man-made 
aberration.

SUSAN B. ANTHONY DOLLAR COIN IN PRODUCTION AT DENVER MINT 

Colorado State officials, members of Congress, Treasury 
and Federal Reserve officials joined Director of the Mint 
Stella B. Hackel at the Denver Mint where the historic new 
Susan B. Anthony Dollar Coin is in start-up production. 

The new dollar coin will be released to the public in 
July, the Director said, noting that the Mint facilities in 
Philadelphia and San Francisco as well as Denver will produce 
nearly 500 million of the new dollar coins before they are 
released in order to insure an adequate national supply. 

The Anthony dollars struck in Denver will be designated 
with a "D" mint mark; those produced in Philadelphia will have 
a "P" mint mark; and the "S” mint mark will appear on the 
dollars struck at the San Francisco Assay Office. 

The Anthony dollar is sized between the quarter and half 
dollar and weighs one-third as much as four quarters. Mrs. 
Hackel explained that the new size and weight were designed so 
that the new coin would be more convenient for the American 
people. The new dollar, while still round, has an eleven¬ 
sided inner border on both sides of the coin which allows the 
coin to be distinguished by touch as well as sight. 

Widespread use of the new dollar will result in substan¬ 
tial cost savings to the Federal Government, Mrs. Hackel said. 
The new dollar coin costs about three cents to produce and has 
a life in circulation of 15 years, as compared to the $1 note 
which costs nearly two cents to produce and lasts about 18 
months. Private industry—including major retailers, banks 
and transit companies—will also benefit, due to the faster, 
easier handling of $1 coins as compared to $1 notes. Also, the 
automated merchandizing industry will be able to offer a far 
wider range of products to consumers.

The closest place we can figure is in England when we were 
stationed there from 1955-58, as this coin is almost the same size as the 
English Two Shilling piece.

If I have this coin photographed 
and enlai'ged and send you some copies of the pictxires, could you in anyway 
determine by the pictures alone if this coin is authentic? If this is an 
authentic Confederate Half Dollar, what value would you place on it? 

Any information or help you can give me would be greatly appreciated.

I certAinly would not waste any money on having 
a professional picture taken of it unless you can do 
it yourself. 

Let’s find out what it is before we talk value as either 
a re strike or a genuine one would have very substantial 
value. 

lou are perfectly free to send me the coin for authen¬ 
tication, if you wish, and if you do, please note some 
nick or defect on the coin which makes it absolutely 
identifiable as your coin. If you do not wish to send 
it to me for examination then the picture will have to 
suffice.

I received the four photographs of your coin, and can 
advise you as follows: 

The reverse shows a break In the die, opposite to the 
letters "SR" and opposite "L", This is positive proof 
that the coin was a restrlke. In addition, the rust 
spots along the inside curve of the head has been 
polished away along with the curve itself. These rust 
spots are also found only on the restrlke. The obverse 
is crushed and flat, which is a characterisation of 
the restrlke. 

The sad situation is that your coin is not even a re- 
strike. It is a cast of a tooled restrlke. In asking 
a cast, two molds are fitted at the edge, and that is 
why there is a line around the middle of the edge. 

Since I cannot see the coin, I do not know whether 
the cast is made elactrolytically or otherwise, but 
it is definitely a copy and not an original or a re- 
strike. 

lou can now leave the coin where ever you wish and do 
not have to keep it in a safe place. I wish I had 
better news for you, but these are the facts.

With respect to your inquiry of May 5, 1965, I wish 
to advise you that the Augusta, Georgia 50^ note of l86l is 
always found on the back of out up sheets of the Bank of 
Ocmulgee, Macon, Georgia. 


The tiny figure of a lady riding a deer on the bottom 
of the Ocmulgee note is merely a minor decoration put on by the 
bank note company and does not have anything to do with the 
much larger vignette of Diana riding a deer used on other notes. 
These designs were not new at that time as this had a mythological 
basis which was often illustrated. 


There is an article in Whitman’s Monthly, for May, 
1965, describing the Upham counterfeits, one of which was Diana 
riding the deer. 

I am returning the interesting dog collar photo as 
this is out cf my field.
